There never was a time in 
ourhiatory when this service might bo 
turned to auch valuable account. The 
• Paoiflo Eailway was one of tho many 
great sohemaB ■whioh were employing tho 
' energies of the Dominion, and by means 
of these surveys tho deposits of iron and 
coal which existed in tho Saskatchewan 
district woiild no doubt bo doveloped 
and made use of iu tho construction of the 
railway. He spoie of tho vast mineral 
dopcuita wliiph were knp.wa^ to exist, as 
i{v«l^^haJPaolflblslopa''asjn'thBiDterior, 
all of •whioh -went to prove that tho Do- 
minion of Canada possessed as great a 
fihavft of mineral vealth as any oiiiuitry 
in tlio -world at present. With tho limited 
means at tho command of the survey, ho 
thought it more important that its ener- 
gies should be devoted to tho develop- 
ment of mineral depoiits, ivliioli could 
bo readily worked, and forivhich a mar- 
lot could be found, than to expend all 
their labor in localities distant from sot- 
tlementa and means of conveyance. As a 
proof of tlio advisability of thiscourpo, ho 
referred to tho recent diacoverv of a very 
important coal bed at Spring Hill' in Nova 
Scotia, by geo'ogical ,BUrtey.' This, he 
thouglit, ivoiild prove one of the most 
valuable coal measures in tlio rppion. 
Tlion, if tlioy cnmo away to the V;ill(?y of 
tlie Ottawa they would And that no loss 
BpecfOQ tliaa Professor Chapman, of To- 
ronto University, who had recently visit- 
ed the iron mines iu the Valley of tho Ot- 
tawa, and who had been prepared to ho

not bo dniiiK'.l of its mriney. Tliorcforo, 
itwas ftt thi^L'pocli morn tLion ovor ufce.s- 
aaryfor us to develop our jnatcrial rcsonr- 
OeSi He .said, let us have pnlilic vorks, 
but at the same timo wo had great natural 
rosonrces in tho country whicli should bo 
brought to tlio surfaco. "\Vo bad iramenso 
deposits of iron in the country, and, ho 
bolicved, wealth and energy suHiciont for 
ita development, and that atHonii> future 
day not very far distant we slioiild liavo 
our own forges and smelting works which 
•would manqfactare tho iron rotiuirod iu 
great enterprises like the Pacilic Itaihvay. 
If, then, we decided to bring emigrants 
into tho country, it Avns all im[K)rtaiit that 
these facts .should bt; inado known in nil 
parts of the world. It was not only neces- 
sary in order to attract skilled labor to 
out shores, to send immigration agents 
" aferoad, but it was necessary to show to 
thoRO pcoi)h! our great natural wealth, 
in order to induce tliBiii to coiiuiand help 
in the dovclopinont of that wCaltli. i\Ir. 
D. A. Smith, (of Manitoba) also spoke 
strongly in Bup]>ort of the motion, dwel- 
ling upon tho immense dormant 
mineral wealth of the (sountry and 
iho importanco of making it more 
generally known in those centres of i)op- 
ulation "from which wo liopn to draw 
capital and labour. Hoveral other mem- 
bers spoko on tho same .lidc, nil discant- 
ing on tho great mineral wealth of tJio 
country and the importance of making it 
' moro-geaorally known. The debate bad 
not ooncludetl when the House rose, but 
there neoms to bo no reason for doubt- 
ing the adoption of the Eosolution.

"When tho Otter 
arrived at tha Fort two of the chiefs came 
on board and had a long intorview with 
Capt. Lowis. They naturally asked, 
"What do the whites inteml to do with 
us? Do thoy mean war?" Capt. Lewis 
Boothed their feelings as ucll as he could, 
but could furnish no oxplaiiation <;f the 
trsgio afifair. The CaiJiain says that so in- 
tense is the fooling among the tribes that 
a vessel and a person in wliora tlie na- 
tivas Imvo confidence shoiihl lie sent up 
immediately toexpl:iin away the alT.tiraiid 
flffer oompiiiisutiou for the lives taken, or 
that there will bo hot work soon. The 
story of tho widowcul squaws is that tliey 
dij not know tho Superiutondent of Po- 
lioe; that he held a cocked nistol in one 
tiand and, while searching tlio canoe with 
tha otljor, tl.o pistol v. e it off an 1 wounc'- 
«d him ui the hand; wlierenpon ho be- 
came exasperated and shot the two mrn 
dead. Wo do not entirely believe this 
Htatomoiit; but the tribes do. And Cai)t. 
Lowiq' advico should bo followed or there 
will be "hot work, ' indeed. What aro the 
Authorities doing?

A Voice from the Mouutains 

Isaiah IMilchell erieth from tho moun- 
tains. Fil'ieen years resident in British 
Columbia, thirtt^eii in tho neighboi'hood 
of Q.iesuel Lake, ho baa done his sliiiro, 
ill labor and money, towards dovoloping 
the resources of tho country; .lud, like 
many others, he has come down to tho 
bed-rock, relying cliiijlly for a livelihood 
upon till! lisli which luj eatchoK with liook 
and lino in the clear waters ot tho l.ako. 
But l.iaiah has rticently been perplexed by 
the receipt of a notifieulion from Consta- 
blo Oliver Hare (of Quesnel Forks) to tho 
ofleot that catching fish during spawning 
season is a gross violation of the law. 
What is Isaiah todo? 'l.'iu're is not ainouth 
in the whole twelve during which some 
S])ecies do not .spawn. To obey Hare's 
dictum is not to iish at all; and not to fish 
IS to starve! But tho worst feature of tho 
case isthatHnre himself fishes, catching 
livo to Isaiah's one. Ho also onjoys a 
monopoly of the fraihi in bet^f in that 
locality; and Lsai.ih reasons thus:— "Tho 
fewer Iish 1 have t') .-.ell tho more beef and 
Iish will Oliver s dl. But is it fair that 
he shmild have his annual salary from 
tho publicpurso and enjoy a monopoly of 
the beef and Iish trado, wliiloa poorpionoor 
of fiftoou yeai A may not be i)ermittod to 
ca'\di a (ish V" And he with the Scrip- 
Uiral name, lia\ iiir; asked Oliver to show 
him the law on tlu; point, and having 
bi.'eu ;,']iiilly told to fro to Victoria for it. 
writes to us to know how the law stands. 
Wo will tell Isaiah: Tho Dominion law 
regulating the taking offish has ii o t yet been 
o.vtentled to Briti.^h Columbia, anil, in all 
probability, will not for some years to 
eoine. la tlin abienee, therefore, of any 
law on tho subject, Oliver is wrong, and 
Isaiah may catch away. 



Return of tlio Otter-

na lliver and way jiorL.s hisst evening. 
The following memorandum is furnished 
by I'tirser Smith: Left Victoria ou tho 
21st April with 73 passengers for Skeona. 
Called on the way at Nanaimo, Alert Bay, 
Fort Rupert, Bella Bidl i. Port Es<iington, 
Woodi!oek's Landing, Metlakahtla, Fort 
.Simpson, (where the ste.iini;r was beach- 
ed) jMossett, (,)ueon Charlotte Island, and 
arrived at Fori Wrangle <ni tho 3d May. 
W.ls detained thuro until tho 7th, waiting 
for tho breaking up of the ice in the 
Stikin River. On the way down touched 
at Fort Simpson, Woodcock's, Skidegate 
coal inin(>, liella Bella, l-'ort Rui)ort, 
.\lerl r>ay, Comox ami Departure Bay. 

Mr. Hunt, the M. li. Co's figeiit at Fort 
Rupert, ri'iiorted that some cauoe.s had ar- 
rived there from Kuiglit'a lulot, where 
till! news of the recent shooting at Capo 
;\Iiidgc had been received and had caused 
much e.'icitement among Ihelndians. Two 
of the Fort Riii)erl t!hiefs came on board 
iiumediately on the arrival of the steamer 
to speak of tho occurrence. Thoy had 
only received tho Indian version of tho 
all'air, which was not .altogethor correct, 
anil could not understand their frionds 
being shot down when (as thoy supposed} 
they were not making any resistance. 
The Indians re[)ort a whaling schooner 
(Wallace it H utelieson's) oil' (^ueen Char- 
lotte Island. Capt. !Moore has gone up 
the Stikin. 

Passengers- -j\Ir J. J. White, from 
Skcena, Mrs. Swanson and Capt. Mc- 
Ctilloch from Nanaimo. 

Tho body of a man named Downey,' 
who was drowned last fall in the Skeona 
River, was jiieked up and buried. 

Fi'ozen to Death- 
Poor uld .\n.cruH Jlct 'ullough, wlio re- 
visited oivili/.atinu last winter after seven 
yea s passed in the interior of this 
Province, and who llndingit impossible 
to enlist the sympathy and assistance of 
the Local Government to prosecute his 
lihcoverios of gold in the Macken:de 
River country, and left by tho Wright for 
hi.s diggings in .lainiary las;, is dead. 
The following note from tho U. S. Col- 
lei'tor of Customs tolls tho sad btory. \ 
man who was with tho poor old man es- 
caped witii his life: 

.\ngiis ."McCiiUiK'li was frozen to death 
abdut the night of the 2.'!d day of January 
187.!, wlien eif;ht miles from tho mouth 
of the Sticki'CU River, .\.laska Territory, 
while ou his way to the now gold digging.s 
on the Liard River. Tho whereabouts 
of his family will bo thankfully received 
by tho Deijuty CoUeotor at Wraugoll 
Island.
